of humanity. 

The first names of the murdered children were 
read aloud and posters with their portraits bookended 
either side of the gazebo. 

"It's the saddest thing ever. It's unimaginable/' 
said Lynn Bliss, whose daughter sang during the vigil. 

"It's just heartache," said Sam Ortega, who made 
the posters for the vigil. "We all have children. It could 
have been anybody.

The incident has sparked new conversations in 
the US regarding mental health care and gun laws, though 
the nation is far from coming to agreement on much. 

"Tragedies seem to be unavoidable. We have to 
just do the best we can," said Ortega.

could be diverted to other things. For the Tri-Town, the 
age of the facilities is a big determining factor in how to 
update their energy systems. The other factor is money. 
While there are many municipal programs out there 
for towns to consider in order to get funding for such 
projects, the costs can still be high. 

Then there is the case of Old Colony Regional 
Vocational Technical High School in Rochester. The 
school, which was built in the 1970s, recently underwent 
a renovation of the climate control and infrastructure 
equipment. The installation of a new roof-top heating 
and ventilation systems coupled with a high-efficiency 
boiler help maintain better control of the temperature 
of the building. The school also installed more energy- 
efficient lighting to reduce the use of electricity. 

There is even a solar panel array on the roof, 
which directly generates some electricity for the building. 

'The 3.3 kilowatt photovoltaic array is used 
primarily for educational purposes. Power produced is 
fed directly to the main supply for use in the facility'' said 
Melanie Boulay Becker, a representative from Trane, the 
company that designed the renovations. "The upgrades 
at Old Colony High School have cut their energy

consumption by 50%/' 

While the renovations to Old Colony were 
extensive, they were achieved without increasing taxes or 
tapping town coffers. 

According to Boulay, the upgrades were paid 
for by a special tax-exempt municipal lease. The money 
to pay for the lease is taken directly from the energy 
savings provided by the new equipment. This style of 
"performance contract'' allows public schools to use 
future operational and energy savings to fund these 
projects, rather than requiring the schools to pay a large 
amount up front. 

ORR Gears up for First Mock Trial Season

With so many students choosing law as the 
educational path they wish to take once they get to 
college, why not get started even sooner in high school? 
For students interested in pursuing a career in law, mock 
trial has always been a viable option to gain valuable 
courtroom experience. For the first time in the school's 
history. Old Rochester Regional High School will field 
their first mock trial team. 

"We have a lot of students who are interested 
in going into careers in criminal justice and law," said 
ORR Law and Legal Teacher and Mock Trial Advisor 
Jeff White.

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civil and criminal each year. 

Each team is divided in half to represent both the 
prosecution and defense. Students examine evidence, 
affidavits, voice reports, diaries and clinical reports. From 
there, they create their arguments and cross-examinations. 
This year, the ORR Mock Trial Team will travel to the Fall 
River District Court on January 22 to participate in their 
first competition. 

"There are no juries in these trials, however, there 
is a Massachusetts Bar Association Lawyer who will role 
play the judge,'' said Mike Linane, Co- Advisor of the 
Mock Trial Team. "He is the one who will decide who 
wins the case." 

The judge will evaluate each of the students' 
performances and will give them points based on the 
strength of their arguments. 

While the Mock Trial Team is new to ORR, Linane 
has plenty of experience. Prior to coming to ORR, he 
helped to coordinate the team at Melrose High School. 
Now, he is guiding the 15 students at ORR through their 
first Mock Trial experience. 

"I would like to see this program grow," said 
Linane. "This is a cool program where up to 100 kids can 
participate. There's no real limit. We welcome students to 
come and try it out."

Oren. "We adopted a few from shelters but that wasn't 
really solving the problem.'' 

The problem is too many cats. Whether feral, 
abused, neglected, or just not fixed, there is a large 
surplus of cats in the Tri-Town area. 

In 2009, the Robinsons decided to try to help 
reduce the problem by starting their own shelter from 
their home in Rochester, named It's All About The 
Animals. Since its inception, the no-kill shelter, which the 
Robinsons financed exclusively, has found homes for over 
250 cats. 

"We put a lot of time and effort into these 
animals. They are our children," he said. 

"We're the only shelter where, when you adopt 
a cat from us, that cat has everything it needs for its first 
year," she said. 

The facility is made up of several small buildings, 
each with a specific purpose like the clinic and the 
dormitory. Cats almost always roam freely within the 
buildings and are caged only on occasion. 

"When we first get the animals, they have to be 
isolated for two to three weeks before joining the other 
cats," she said. "In the past, we've gotten a mother and 
her litter and we had to keep them in a cage while they 
nursed. Kittens are very susceptible to sickness." 

Around the dormitory, the cats socialize 
constantly, whether by napping with one another or 
playing with the myriad amount of toys around the floor. 

"Socialization is the key. It makes all the 
difference," she said. 

The shelter is also a registered non-profit, 
recognized and certified by the Massachusetts Attorney 
General. The operation is supported mostly through 
donations and directly by the Robinsons. The money they 
receive isn't enough to alleviate the full financial burden

associated with a full-service, seven-day-a-week shelter. 

"We're here all the time, this is our home. If 
people need to call me at three in the morning, I know 
that it must be serious and they need us,'' she said. 

In March of 2011, Pam and Oren began the 
application process to be granted 501 (c)3 non-profit 
status. If the federal government recognized their facility, 
donations would be tax deductible and the Robinsons 
are hoping to see an increase as a result. They are still 
waiting to hear back from the IRS, 10 months after 
completing the paperwork.

"We want to be able to help people out more. 
We'd like to be able to subsidize spaying and neutering 
the cats/' he said. 

The Robinsons have been working with the Town 
of Rochester because there are very few by-laws in the 
state dealing specifically with cat shelters. 

"She's been digging through the Massachusetts 
General Laws and hasn't really found anything. There's 
some for kennels and dog shelters, but not for what we 
have here," he said. 

The Robinsons hope to schedule a public hearing 
in January of next year with the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals to discuss those complications. 

Adoption fees range anywhere from $110-$160 
per cat, which is low considering the preparations for 
each animal undertaken by the Robinsons and the 24/7 
assistance they offer each family that adopts their cats. 

In order to adopt, each family meets with Pam, 
where they discuss why they are interested in a cat. 

"I sit down with them for about an hour and we 
just talk. It's amazing what people will tell you if you 
just sit there and listen. I learn all sorts of things about 
people," she said. 

Honesty is the best policy with her and if she 
senses anything else, she won't allow them to adopt. 

"I know if something is going on. If I feel like I 
have to schedule an in-home visit, you're not getting an 
animal," she said. 

Their policy of honest adoption goes both ways.

Rochester Resident Prepares for

learning experience for me/' 

Cordeiro, like every runner participating in the 
marathon, must raise at least $5,000 in order to qualify. 
He says his goal is between $7,000 and $8,000. As part of 
the Massachusetts General Hospital Team, all proceeds 
raised by Cordeiro and fellow runners will benefit 
children and families battling cancer. 

"You're fundraising with them in mind. It gives 
you the motivation to continue with the cause," he said. 
"It's gut wrenching, but it's morale boosting at the same 
time. They're motivating you just by their very existence."

Big Year for Mattapoisett Real Estate

Across the nation, housing markets are still stifled 
from the collapse in 2008. Growth remains slow but 
prices were up 3.6% in the third quarter from one year 
ago, according to Standard & Poor. 

In the last few months, Mattapoisett has seen 
a significant increase in local residential real estate 
development. The number of qualified home sales

skyrocketed in the third quarter and construction of new 
homes is on the rise. 

"It generally speaks to a strong economic 
situation. It can only be good for the town/' said 
Mattapoisett assessor Kathy Costello. "In the first quarter 
of 2012, there were six qualified sales. In the second 
quarter there were seven. But we had 19 sales in the third 
quarter." 

Sales information for the fourth quarter is not 
available until January of 2013. 

Strong home sales can often affect the assessed 
tax rate of the town, in same cases decreasing the town 
rate. But due to the budgets that were voted into effect 
at the Annual Town Meeting, Mattapoisett' s assessed tax 
rate has increased from $11.85 to $12.28 for FY13. 

"It went up because the levy went up. The levy 
is what the town needs to pay for," said Costello, who 
added that the Assessor's Office is always open to the 
public for questions and information on how the town 
assesses tax rates. 

That is not to say that Mattapoisett wouldn't see 
a decrease in the tax rate for FY2014, but according to 
Costello, it is too early to know what rates will look like 
that that far down the road. 

New home construction in the town has been 
moderately strong all year. Seventeen new homes 
were approved between January 1 and November 
30. According to the Building Department, 10 more 
applications were filed in December alone, for a total of 27

new homes in 2012. 

"For a small town with little land for 
development, this is big,'' said Building Commissioner 
Andrew Bobola. He said the beginning of the year was 
poised to start off well if a new subdivision is approved 
for land off Deerfield Road. 

"I think this could have a direct effect on the tax 
situation,'' he said. 

"We're lucky here because the town really knows 
how to prepare for a rainy day Some communities 
haven't prepared financially the way Mattapoisett has. 
These new homes, in time, will help add to the operating 
budget of the town." 

Bobola sees the benefits far beyond the act of new 
home construction. When the real estate market booms, a 
ripple effect throughout the community can be seen. 

"You have all these engineers and construction 
companies coming into town. They frequent the local 
businesses and it's a huge benefit to them. You have more 
people buying gas in town, they go to our restaurants. 
A lot of them will rent bedrooms or apartments around 
town for their laborers. It all goes back to the town," said 
Bobola.

pets later died/' said Wizansky, who resides in both 
Brookline and Mattapoisett.

Les Miser ables. Starring Hugh Jackman and Russell 
Crowe. Directed by Tom Hooper. Running time: 160 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

In the first reel or so of Les Miserables, we may be 
reminded that we don't often see something like this at 
the movies these days — big, lavish, epic, period musicals, 
the kind with ornate and expensive sets. Sadly, we're still 
not seeing something like that; the musicals of old used to 
take time to drink in the set decoration (hey, a lot of money 
went into it, might as well point a camera at it), but Les 
Miserables, under the shaky direction of Tom Hooper, gives 
us a few perfunctory backdrops and then takes the camera 
right up into the actors' faces. Hooper is going for a more 
intimate rendition of the beloved stage musical, and this 
works only up to a point, that point being when Anne 
Hathaway is on the screen. Beyond that point, it's Hugh 
Jackman or Russell Crowe or various other guys belting 
right in our faces, and it's sort of assaultive, emphasizing 
the sausage-fest that this material (as adapted for song, 
anyway) always was. 

As Fantine, musical theater's favorite emo chick, 
Hathaway blows away whatever else is supposed to be go- 
ing on. She's out of the movie quickly, but she haunts the 
rest of it (though her absence is sorely felt). Hathaway' s 
Fantine is in a different movie about how 19th-century 
France grinds women down, makes a mockery of their 
dreams and denies them even the slimmest dignity. Hoop- 
er's only wise choice here is to move in close for Fantine' s 
show-stopper 'T Dreamed a Dream" and let Hathaway' s 
undiluted anguish burn the screen down. Between this 
and The Dark Knight Rises (another big Occupy-flavored 
epic she walked away with) and the recent, hilarious 
Funny or Die "sad-off" she did with Samuel L. Jackson, 
Hathaway' s had quite the year. Les Miserables — or its first 
half hour, anyway — is worth sitting through just to see 
the performance that's probably going to send Hathaway 
home with the gold next year. 

The rest of this thing is a rather slack battle of 
wills between ex-con turned mayor Jean Valjean (Jack- 
man) and his adversary, rigid Inspector Javert (Crowe). It's 
supposed to be Valjean' s story, how he redeems himself by 
raising Fantine' s daughter Cosette (Amanda Sey fried) in 



safety while dodging Javert and joining in the June Rebel- 
lion. But after a while we're following some colorless reb- 
els, including the drippy Marius (Eddie Redmayne), who 
falls in love with Cosette at first sight, breaking the heart 
of poor Eponine (Samantha Barks), who loves him. Far too 
much of our time is taken up by this weak triangle, and I 
came to resent that Samantha Barks has more singing time 
than Anne Hathaway or even Amanda Sey fried; Barks has 
a fine voice, but she can't act the songs the way Hathaway 
or Sey fried do. In any event, the women in this story are 
only there for the men to protect or mourn or long for. 

I pity newcomers to Les Mix, who haven't seen the 
musical on stage and might not know (because the movie 
doesn't bend over backward to establish it) that Eponine 
and the bold young Gavroche (destined to be shot by a 
French soldier) are the children of the scroungy innkeepers 
the Thenardiers (Helena Bonham Carter and Sacha Baron 
Cohen, providing welcome comic relief, though their pres- 
ence turns their scenes into what seem to be Sweeney Todd 
outtakes). If the Thenardiers have any emotional response 
to the deaths of their children, we're not briefed on it. The 
few action scenes are loud and incoherently staged, and 
that includes the sword-and-song duel between Valjean 
and Javier. Tom Hooper might be the worst living director 
who has previously won an Oscar for directing {The King's 
Speech)', when he isn't jamming the camera in his cast's 
nostrils, or letting the corner of a building block Samantha 
Barks' face for half her dialogue in a scene, he's making 
us queasy with handheld shots or, on a few occasions, 
framing someone off to the side with way too much head 
room. Hooper's artsy pomp made me wish for the rela- 
tively straightforward pomp and clarity of old Hollywood 
musicals. 

Jackman suffers and endures heroically, and 
performs with passion, though as the role is conceived he 
can't bring any spark or wit to it. Essentially, Valjean is a 
wind-up good guy. Crowe is, as always, an imposing pres- 
ence, and he hits the notes, but it seems as though hitting 
the notes takes all his energy, with none left over for the 
moral shading Javert probably should have. With mostly 
cardboard male characters (really, they've got one thing 
they want — freedom or justice), this Les Miz needed the 
spirit of wronged and seething femaleness to drive it, but 
once Fantine gives up the ghost so does the movie. I have 
no doubt that Les Miz is impressive on the stage, but it 
hasn't been configured in a way that makes it explode as a 
movie. Despite the face-invader camerawork, the material 
feels as remote from us as if we were sitting in the nose- 
bleed seats. It will probably delight worshippers of the 
musical, but I can't see it converting any agnostics.
